ClJint MorrI* T*-U» How tbe Second 


Brooivh' Memorle* of tbe Flrmt. 


In Thtf \Vouia u*s Home Coiiipaiiioa 


Clara Morris described two mt-etiugs 
TMilt Jacit-s A. Gariield. The first was 
ia a Ooantry lane near Aurora, where she 
eaw aad tailed with the future ststc-s- 
inuu. who was than taiinjc a load of 
wood to market. Year-; nftt-rwfird shfc 
met him in \Va->hin>;tou aud remt-uibered 
him. but while feeling that he had ieea 
her before he could not recall where. Of 
that secoad meeting hhe says: 


"Then there came aa evening when at 


a dinner given by Mrs. Piatt I found my- 
self sitting exactly opposite Mr. Gar- 
lielj. The company wa» not a large one, 
bnt it boasted some famous names and 
nt least one brilliant beauty. 
Conversa- 


tion was brilliant and 
laughter was 


light. 
Turning my glance a moment 


from the southern senator at my side, I 
looked fall into the feed, wide blue eyes 
of Mr. Garfield. 
He was leaninjir for- 


ward—one hand tightly clinched lay on 
the tabfe." From his strained, faraway 
look I knew he Avas trying to recall our 
first meeting, and as I gazed into hia 
eyes the buzz ot-talk and laughter turn- 
ed into a murmur of wind through tall, 
leafless trees. I saw a pale winter sun- 
shine falling across snow patched fields. 


"Leaning a little toward him, in a very 


low but distinct tone -I said: 'Gee! Gee- 
liaw!' A flash like blue lightning snap- 
ped into his eyes, and as I added, 'Is 
Freeman at home?' he gave a cry, almost 
a shout, exclaiming with enthusiasm: 
'I've found you! I've found you at last, 
and xou're sitting on top of the fence in 
a red calico dress, with a book in your 
lap!'

bole, to magnify Napoleon's material 
achievements. 


But remember that his greatness, best 


nude-mood by himself, is attributed by 
him—first, to his common sense, and, sec- 
ond, to the fact that he refuses to con- 
sider another's failure any proof that lie 
must fail. 


Bead Napoleon's campaigns. Napoleon 


•won, all his battles as, if you win, you will 
win yours. 
He won his victories by 


studying his adversaries. 
He prepared 


for victory by ignoring tbe fears and 
doubts of others, relying on his own cour- 
age and common sense. 


You know that Napoleon crossed the 


Alps with an army in tho dead of win- 
ter. You have seen pictures of him ab- 
surdly posed in a snowstorm on the edge 
of a precipice on a draggle tailed horse, 
an eagle flying overhead. But he did not 
pose. I£ there was a precipice, he kept 
aivay from it, and he took his acbieve- 
mcnt calmly. 


Many of tbe ablest military writers had 


said aud proved to the satisfaction of all 
but Napoleon that the Alps could not be 
crossed in winter. Had not those Alps 
kept back the savage hordes through 
centuries of winter? 


Napoleon, perfectly well knowing that 


be was the greatest of men in military 
•wisdom, rejected all talk and studied the 
case for himself. Then he crossed the 
Alps quite easily as he had mapped out 
the work. And when it was done he 
talked of it in common sense fashion. 


"Tbe winter," says Napoleon, "is not 


the most unfavorable season for the 
passage of lofty mountains. The snow ia 
then firm, the weather settled, and there 
is nothing to fear from avalanches, the 
real and only danger to be apprehended 
in the Alps. 
On those high mountains 


there arc often very fine days in Decem- 
ber, of a dry cold, with extreme calmness 
to the air."

The Havoc Tliat I» "Wronglit t>y Fire 


and Suowntormn. 


One of the most terrible of the dangers 


encountered by the homesteaders on the 
prairie has been the prairie fire. Its be- 
ginning was a trifle—a careless brand 
from a hunter's catnpfire perhaps—but 
the outcome is dreadful and momentous 
indeed. . 


At first there is only a low bank of 


dnrk cloud on thp horizon. An hour Inter 
or less the cluud, like a black baud 
across the sky, baa risen half way to 
the zenith, and along tbe lower edge of 
it runs n fringe of visible flame. 


It is quick work then. 
Nobody who 


has not seen a full fledged prairie fire can 
realize its immensity, its tremendous rate 
of progress, which is swifter than that 
of the fastest horse, and its power of de- 
struction.

thrown up from it causes a great suc- 
tion, producing a wind which follows the 
tire and pushes the column of smoke to 
thp front. 


When there is time enough, a fire is 


started in the grass toward the approach- 
insj (ire, so Ufa to make a burned space 
that will cbvck the coming flames. If 
Inure be not time for that, a fire is start- 
ed in tbe sam.» direction, so as to leave 
in its wake s opace iu which shelter may 
be found. 


Great snowstorms, accompanied by cold 


waves, in the east are commonly called 
blizzards, but they arc not at all like the 
western blizzard. In a real blizzard tbe 
air is filled with a peculiar vapor of 
snow which drifts before the wind at 
the rate of 40 to CO miles nn hour. 
Tbo 


vnpor is so dense that in it the traveler 
cnn hardly see his baud before bis face. 


A person caught nbrond iu n blizzard 


is in a dreadful plight indeed. The snow 
drifts through his clothing and beats di- 
rectly against his skin. 
No clothing, 


however thick, will keep it out. Thus 
ho is subjected to dreadful distress, but 
whnt causes most of the deaths that oc- 
cur in blizzards is that the snow vapor 
is carried into tho lungs ia breathing 
and paralyzes those organs. 
Often it 


has happened that a man bus ventured 
out of his house a feur yards to tho barn 
and in retutuiug has fallen dead before 
reaching bis threshold.—Saturday Even- 
ing Post.

—taken during recent years for experi- 
mental purposes—I have never siuce 
taken any alcoholic beverage. I did a 
very large general practice for many 
years, including some several hundred 
midwifery cases a year. I believe 
that I have gained everything and lost 
nothing by my 35 years of total absti- 
nence from alcohol and by my life ab- 
stinence from tobacco. Now, after SO 
years' really bard medical work in Lon- 
don, often with a propensity to blow 
off steam very wastefully, I have per- 
fect senses and still enjoy my work 
thoroughly. That is my experience, 
and I am an abstainer, net for any 
one else's good, but simply for my own 
good.—Dr. .T. Edmunds (London) in 
Medical Press. 


Alcohol is not a stimulant. It is a 


narcotic, a soother of irritable nerves, 
or it may act as an Irritant to cer- 
ebral nerve cells. By giving alcohol 
we put out the danger signal which 
nature is showing us; \ve lull our pa- 
tients and their friends Into a danger- 
ous lethargy and give tnern hopes that 
the patleut is recovering, while in real- 
ity the disease is rapidly advancing.— 
Dr. Carpenter, Greatest Medical San- 
itary Scientist of His Time. 


For more than 15 years I have pur- 


sued my professional work in hospital 
and private practice and while within 
the bounds of civilization have not 
found it necessary to administer alco- 
hol. I am not at all prejudiced against 
Its use. 
Beyond scientific medical as- 


sociations, I belong to no temperance 
society. My action is based entirely 
upon scientific thought, observation 
and experience. I believe that In most 
and probably all cases disease can be 
better removed and surgical operations 
more successfully performed without 
Its employment.—Dr. Charles Gilbert 
Davis, Chicago. 


Is alcohol a digestive? No. Its indi- 


gestion produ?es a passing excitation, 
Interrupts the proper action of the 
muscles of the stomach, because alco- 
hol acts as an anaesthetic after having 
irritated the walls of this organ, and it 
drives the blood to the skin and so in- 
terferes with the action of the gastric 
juice. 


Professor Brunton, St. Bartholomew 


hospital, London, "Lectures on the Ac- 
tion of Medicine:" "A party of engi- 
neers were surveying in the Sierra Ke- 
vatlas. They camped at a great height 
above the sea level, where the air was 
very cold, and they were chilled and 
uncomfortable. 
Some of them drank 


a little whisky and felt less uncom- 
fortable; some of them drank a lot of 
whisky and went to bed feeling very 
jolly and comfortable indeed. But iu 
the morning the men who had not tak- 
en any whisky got up In good condi- 
tion. 
Those who had taken a little 


whisky got up feeling very miserable. 
The men who had taken a lot of whis- 
ky did not get up at all; they were sim- 
ply frozen to death. They had warmed 
the surface of their bodies at the ex- 
pense of their internal organs." 


Professor Bunge, professor of physi- 


ological chemistry, Basel university, 
Switzerland: "Alcohol Is doubtless a 
source of kinetic energy, but it does not 
follow from this that it Is a food (food- 
stuff). 
In order to establish this con- 


clusion it must first bo demonstrated 
that the kinetic energy liberated iu Its 
oxidation can be utilized in the per- 
formance of a normal function. It is 
uot enough (to proved that potential 
chemical energy is changed into kinetic 
energy. The oxidation must take place 
at the right time and at the right place 
—1. e., at exactly the right stage iu the 
activity of particular tissue elements. 


"It will be maintained here that 'tho 


kinetic energy coming from the oxida- 
tion of the alcohol must nt any rate 
be of use to the body as a source of 
bodily heat, even If no singlfc organ 
can use the energy In the perform- 
ance of Its functions. Othor foods 
must be spared or economized through 
the combustion of the alcohol.' 


"But this is not to be admitted, be- 


cause even If the alcohol does, on the 
one hand, Increase the beat forma- 
tion It, ou the other hand, increases 
the heat rndjation. Through the para- 
lyzing action which It exerts upon tho 


motor centers, thore occurs a di- 


lation of tho vessels, especially those 
of the skin, and this leads to mi In- 
creased lost* of heat. The total result 
Is In any cute a lowering of body tem- 
perature which, In fact, has been dem- 
onstrated."

When the Private's Tarn Comes. 


There ID Little Silver Left. 


"Things have greatly improved for the 


private soldier ia the Mexican army of 
latu," said a resident of New Orleans 
whose business takes him frequently 
into the sister republic, ''but only a few 
years ago he had a.pretty rough time of 
^t, nnd as for his pay—well, I'll tell you 
a little story that covers the ground fair- 
ly well. On one occasion I spent several 
months iu a small town in the northern 
part of the country where a regiment of 
infantry was temporarily in barracks. 
Of course I got well acquainted with all 
the officers from the colonel down and 
found them, without exception, roya 
good fellows. But the poor soldiers were 
as tough looking a lot of scaiecrows as I 
ever laid eyes on. Their uniforms were 
ia rags aud tatters, half of them were 
barefooted, and the other half had no 
hats, while their arms and accouterments 
were in a condition to mateh. 


"The paymaster used to get around 


about every two months, and his arrival 
would be a signal for great excitement 
at the ba ^.eks. He did his business, 
however, entirely with the colonel and 
after inspecting the rolls would place 
curtain sum of money in that dignitary's 
hands, dine formally with the whole staff 
and take his departure.

colonel would call in the captains of the 
several companies and give each of them 
a bag of dollars.

Bad "WliUky Increasing Insanity. 
"There has be^en a remarkable In- 


crease of insanity in this city in. recent 
years," said Assistant Warden Eiclc- 
ard of Beltevue hospital. "Here at this 
hospital, -where most cf the cases are 
examined, a case of insanity was not so 
common 20 years ago as to fail to at- 
tract the attention of everybody con- 
nected with the institution. 
Now we 


have about 2,000 insanity cases a year 
at the hospital." Mr. Rickard opened a 
book and showed that during the year 
1803 1,150 men and 943 women had 
been sent to the hospital as insane pa- 
tients. Of the whole number only 103 
had been discharged as cured or not 
insane, while 778 men and 745 women 
had been sent ts the asylums on the is- 
lands, and the rest had been sent to 
other institutions. 


"Most of the insane persons die with- 


in a few years after being sent to the 
asylums,'' Mr. Rickard said. "From 
my observation of insanity cases hero 
I have come to believe that the in- 
crease of insanity is largely due to the 
use of impure liquor.

These laws are based 
upon present enlightenment on the 
drink e\ il and must eventually be dis- 
placed by the liberty by which all are 
made free—the removal of the tempta- 
tion which weakens and debases.

who devote themselves to the various 
forms of dipsomania have not yet had 
opportunity to study the full effects of 
petrolism. and their views as to its 
cure and future are somewhat diver- 
gent. But the consensus of opinion is 
that the victim of the new habit is sad 
aud melancholy. The mineral oil does 
not temporarily stimulate and encour- 
age like alcohol or morphine.—Ver- 
sailles (Ky.)

tion of crime during the same year wis 
2U.G72, of whom 82 per cent were more 
01 less under the influence of liquor at 
the time of committing crime; 4,852 
others were under the influence of liq- 
uor -when, the intent to commit crime 
was formed, making 94 per cent of the 


hole users ol" alcoholic drink. 
Of 


these 2S pur cent had drinking: fathers 
and 21 per cent dunking mothers. 


Of the insane 1,836 cases weie exam- 


ined, of whom 52 per cent had been ad- 
dicted to the use of alcoholic drink. 
Of these 28 per cent had one or both 
parents addicted to the same drink, 
and 51 per cent had grandparents with 
like habits 
llr. "SVadlin's conclusions 


were that the use of "alcohol tends di- 
rectly to create a permanently pauper- 
ized population" and "to cicatc crim- 
inal instincts." The same direct and 
thorough examination would show the 
same or worse results in eveiy state 
and country in Europe aud America. 
How could this be otherwise if, as 
shown by Dr. Debove, ttom the most 
authentic sources, the amount of abso- 
lute alcohol consumed annually in 
France is 14 liters for every man, wo- 
man and child; In Belgium and Ger- 
many each 10.5 liters; in the Brith.li 
isles 9.25 liters; Switzerland, S.73 liteis; 
Italy, GGO liters; Holland, C.23 liters; 
United Stntes of America, G 10 liters; 
Sweden, 4.50 liters; Norway, 3 liters, 
and Canada, 2 liters? 


YTheu it is remembered that in all 


these countries there are many men 
and a much larger number of women 
aud children who drink no alcohol, the 
total amount tlruuk is such as could 
not fail to produce the most important 
degenerating Influence on both the 
mental ami physical condition of those 
•who do drink it. Indeed the facts to 
which we have already alluded arc 
.sufficient to show that if those who do 
drink any kind of alcoholic liquors 
were compelled to intermarry only 
among tlieuibclves their part of the 
population would become extinct in 
one or two centuries. Their free inter- 
marriage with total abstainers is nil 
that has prevented their extinction long 
ere this, and yet It is this thnt has en- 
abled them to diffuse or propagate their 
moral 
and 
physical 
degeneration 


through all ranks of society and fill 
more almshouses, asylums and refoim- 
atoriea and prisons than there are 
fechooihouses and churches aud to fill 
important space in almost every dailv 
newspaper with accounts of vicious 
revelry, burglaries, highway robberies, 
murders and suicides occurring In even 
the very centers of population and 
wealth.

Cocaine is 
the most insidious drug ever discov- 
ered. It exalts the user beyond tho 
exaltation produced by Indian hemp, 
quinine, liquer, opium or any other nar- 
cotic or stimulent- It is a stimulant of 
wonderful potency. Its power of pro- 
ducing local cessation of pain or even 
feeling is its most dangerous element. 


The shrub from which cocaine is de- 


rived is used extensively by the natives 
of Peru aud Bolivia, where it is found, 
as n stimulant. 


They chew the leaves and are en- 


abled to withstand the exhaustion due 
to high altitudes and mountain climb- 
ing. 
Cocaine is composed of carbou, 


hj drogen and nitrosyl reduced to a sul- 
phate. Each element of the compound 
has a direct influence on. the nervous 
sjstem, blood and lymphatics. It pos- 
sesses the singular property of killing 
all sensation of pain in the parts where 
it is locally applied, while elevating the 
rnina of the patient to a pitch of ex- 
altation absolutely without parallel. 


Habitual use of cocaine has but two 


results. They are mere alternatives at 
that. One is the overthrow of the mind 
before the body is utterly destroyed; 
the other is the collapse of rumd and 
body together. No other end is possi- 
ble. Indefinite in time, the result is as 
certain as fate. No escape but aban- 
donment of the use is possible. Once 
well fixed on the victim, the abandon- 
meat is practically hopeless. 
Opium 


victims develop a certain cunning. They 
seek by every means in their power to 
disguise the fact. Cocaine -victims, on 
the other band, do not apparently at- 
tempt so much secrecy. 
Still, when 


aware cf the dreadful fetters, they will 
also evade the matter and give false 
replies to questions concerning why 
they use it. It is probable that the use 
became habitual In the first place by 
reason of the carelessness of physicians. 
Too little knowledge of the baleful ef- 
fect was combined with a too great 
knowledge of the power to produce lo- 
cal aurcsthosia. It was used to allay 
toothache, to stop the pain of neural- 
gia and as an anaesthetic In minor sur- 
gery- The patient was advised to use 
a very mild solution to allay pain in 
the eyes, uasal passages, etc. Thus by 
degrees the lay public became acquaint- 
ed with one effect of the drug without 
the other being made known to It un- 
til too late. Now the habit has out- 
grown that of opium eating, drinking 
and every other form of dissipation. In 
fact, many a man has adopted cocaine 
to drive away the headache following 
a spree the night before. He thus com- 
bines two things certain to produce 
mental and physical collapse.

a little cocaine now where one did a 
few years ago. A man is ahyays ad- 
vised not to uf.0 the stuff when he asks 
for it. 
A. doctor in a big city said re- 


cently: "I think any man who tampers 
with the stuff Is a fool. 
I have one 


case In mind right now. lie Is a clerk 
in a down town store. A. few months 
ago he bought a little on the advice of 
a friend, not a doctor, to stop tooth- 
ache. I tried to prevent it, but he was 
determined. Today that young fellow 
uses a dolr.ir's woith each day.

Gen. Fitz-Johu Porter. 


The death of Fitz John Porter, which 


occurred at his home in Morristown, N. 
J., Tuesday morning, removes a con- 
spicuous figure. 


Fitz-John Porter was born in Ports- 


mouth, June 13, 1822. 
He was a 


nephew of Commodore David Porter. 
He was appointed to the military acad- 
emy at West Point, being graduated in 
1845. He entered the army as brevet 
second lieutenant of artillery; served 
throughout the war with Mexico from 
Vera Cruz to the capture of the City of 
Mexico, being wounded in the assault 
on thecapital Sept. 13, 1847. 
He was 


brevetted captain and major for gallan 
try at Molino [del Bey and Chapulte 
peo. 


From 1849 to 18D5 he was stationed 


at West Point as instructor of artillery 
and cavalry, and was for a year adjutant 
of the post. Transferred to the adju- 
tant general's department with the rank 
of captain in June, 1856, he served in 
this capacity at various points, being 
from 1857 to 1860 assistant adjutant 
general of the Utah expedition. 


He was appointed colonel of the Fif- 


teenth infantry May 14, 1861, and three 
days later brigadier general of volun 
teers, and served as chief of staff with 
General Patterson ond General Banks 
until August, 1861, when he was as 
signed to the command of a division in 
the defenses of Washington. la the 
Virginia peninsula campaign he was di- 
rector of the siege of Yorktown, and 
upun the evacuation of that place was 
placed in command of the Fifth corps, 
which formed the right wing of the 
army, and fought the buttles of M&- 
ohanicsville and Gaines's Mill. 
At 


Malvern Hill he was in command and 
his corps mainly resisted the assaults 
of that day. 
In the second battlo of 


Bull Run his corps suffered severely on 
Aug. '30, but was not engaged on the 
20th, except in holding the enemy in 
check and preventing them turning 
Pope's left. He received no orders to 
attack until it was too late to carry out 
the movement. 


Continuing in command of his corps, 


he was present at Antietam, but in 
November waa arraigned before a court 
martial on the charge of disobedience of 
orders at Manossas, and on Jan. '21, 
1863, was cashiered. 
A. new trial was 


granted him in 1878, and the court 
recommended that tho former convic- 
tion should bo reversed and he be re- 
stored to his former position in the 
army. A portion of the nentonoe which 
prohibited him holding office was re- 
mitted by President Arthur in 1882, and 
in July, 181)6, lie was restored to his 
former rank. He was retired in August 
of that year at his own request. 


From 1881 to 1888 denoral Porter 


served as police commissioner of New 
York city.

STRANGE INSECTS ARRIVED. 


Bugs 


Quite a swarm of bugs struck here 


one evening the first part of the week. 
About sunset the air in the neighbor- 
hood of the east was filled with myriads 
of the insects. Most of them passed 
along(without pausing in their flight, 


An examination of the insect failed to 


disclosed its identity with any of the 
pecies familiar in this locality, but 
hey tally closely with the descriptions 
of the insects that have appeared in the 
northern and eastern parts of Maine 
As to their destructive tendencies, there 
are no reports coming from these parts 
.hat any damage was done to foliage the 
same as in Hartford, Me., but 
us 


already noted the insects did not seem 
o take kindly to the atmosphere here 
and kept right on in their flight. It 
now remains to be Been where this in- 
sect band will show up next, and wheth- 
er when they again deign to light on 
he earth they will commit the devasta 
tion which characterized the insect re- 
ported in other parts cf the state. 


They kept along about ten feet above 


the earth's surface, and ordinarily they 
were invisible to the casual observer 
Several specimens of the little creatures 
were captured and are now being shown 
around, and they exoite no end of com 
ment. They are about the sjza of what 
they call here "June" bugs, and have 
no color to distinguish them from ordiu 
ary "midges." 
But they jump like 


fleas, and fly very swiftly and in a per- 
fectly straight direction. 


The reports of the insect that has vis 


ited the northern part of the state say 
that it is very voracious, and when a 
swarm of them settle down on a bush 
;hey strip it of foliage in less than no 
time. They do not seem to be particu- 
lar about what they eat either, and will 
tackle most anything in sight. 
But 


fortunately they did not linger long. 
They were probably bound for the 
country further south -where the foliage 
is more abundant at this time of year.
